Of the latter the largest proportion 
comes from the West Indies and a large 
amount from the Island of Java. Am- 
long the countries ;roducing beet su- 
gar, Germany comes first with about 
one-third of the world’s crop; then Aus- 
tria with about as much, and then 
france, Russia aod Belgium ani Hol 
land together, with substantially the 
same quantity. 

Among scientists the opinion has been 
general that a moderate amount of su- 
gur like a moderate amovnt of salt. 
'should enter into the dietary of the 

people of each nation; but it is only 
when the figures of the consumption 
of sugar are imined that it is seen 


that the que o!.ty consumed varies ra {- 
ically, and it is a curious fact that in 
those countries, in which the maritime 
sirit—the spirlt of navigation. aera 
mere e, travel and colonization— 
rong, there is a very considera! is 
mainte ‘tion of sugar per cay ita, where- 
as in those countries in which these 
qualities are not predominant among 
the inhabitants, the consumption is 
smaller. In England, first among the 
maritime nations of the world, the con- 
sumption of sugar is 86 pounds a year 
for each in! abitant. In Denmark it is 
45, in Holland 31, in France 30, ant in

THE GIFTED FRANZ LISZT AND HIS 
ERRATIC WAYS.

@liver Goldsmith's Pitiful Peverty and 
Despair — Lady Lamb and Lord Byren— 
Bebby Rurn«’ Wit. 
FRANZ LISZT. 


Everything about this brilliant gen- 
ius seemed erratic and weird. A Hun- 
garian by birth, a fierce and ardent 
patriot, Liszt seemed made for storm 
and battle. His life in Paris and Vien- 
oa Was remarkable for its artistic 
triumphs and the havoc he played 
among women’s hearts. Religion had 
never meant much to him—his art and 
the fame it brought him satisfied him. 
As the years went on his fame grew 


i greater, and when he went to Rome, 


though ao longer young. his charm 
was great enpugh to win and his will 
strong enough to enable him to break 
off an interesting affair with a noble | 
Polish lady from whom marriage ai- | 
vided him—the dangerous folly of 
which friendship was known to all the | 
world. 

Among the distinguished guests at | 
@ party givenby acertain Roman pre- | 
late Liszt attracted more attention | 
than any of the cardinals or the heauti- 
ful women upon that oceasion. His, 


slight figure, his long gray hair, fall- 
ing straight and wiry to bis shoulders, 
bis restless eyes ana powerful, rough- 


‘hewn teatures made him conspicuous. 


After aimlessly wandering about the | 
rooms, the great artist sat down at the | 
piano. The wild, grand, melane holy 
and passionate music which came from 
thea instrument was indescribable. 
Liszt's rugged, furrowed face was iiht- | 
el with a wenderiul radiance. sud- | 
denly he rose, leaving the tones still 
vibratingr, leaving tne hearts vibrat- 
| ing, and there was no sound to break | 
tia spell of the enraptured silen-e. 

In the summer of 1862, Liszt went to 
hve in a falf-ruined monastery just 
outside the gates of Rome. In these} 
bare w hite-wal! ed rooms he seemed p-er- 
fectly happy with his pieno in one corn | 

er of the cell-like sittingroom and his) 

writ ing-table piled with books and | 
music; beside these, there was nothing | 
of interest in the rooms. His wincow 
looked out upon one of the most glori- | 
cus views in the world—the hazy Cam- 
pa eiue, the Alban hills cutting « clear 
profile against the vivid sky, and Re me, | 
in all its beauty, in the distance. Here | 
Liszt seemed another being; his art) 
possessed him more palpably and more! 
indi: idually. 

Later the world was electrified by | 
the news that Franz Liszt had receiv-| 
ed the ecclesiastical tonsure, and hence- 
forth was to bear the title of “abbe.”! 
He became a favorite of Pope Pius IX. 
amd often played to him at his villa on, 
the classic Lake Nemi. | 

Always a great artist, this wonder- 
ful man passed through many phases 
less enduring—patirict, spendthrift. 
atheist, convert and almost saint! 


GOLDSMITH’S POVERTY. 

In 1758, two years after Goldsmith 
returned from his wanderings on the 
' continent, he presented himself at Sur- 
geons’ hall for examination as a hospi- 
tal mate, with the view of entering 
.the army or navy, but he suffered the | 
mortification of being rejected as un-! 
qualified. That he might appear be-} 
{fore the examining surgeon suitably | 
| dressed, Goldsmith obtained a new suit | 
of clothes for which Griffiths, the pub- 
lisher of the Monthly Review, became 
security. The clothes were to be re- 
turned immediately when the pur- 
pore was served, or the debt was to be 
discharged. Poor Goldsmith, having 
failed in his object, and prohably dis- 
tressed by urgent want, pawned the 
clothes. The publisher threatened and 
Goldsmith replied: 

“T know of no misery but a jail, to 
which my own imprudence and your 
letter seems to point. F have seen it 
inevitable these three or four weeks, 
an by heavens! request it as a favor 
—a favor that may prevent something | 
more fata]. I have heen some years 
struggling With a wretched heing— 
with all that contempt and indigence | 
bring with it—with all those strong 
passions Which make contempt insup- 
poriable. Wht at, then, has a jail that 
is formidable ?’ 

Such was the hopelessness, the deep 
despair of this imprudent but amiable) 
author who bas added to the delight of | 
millims and to the glory of English 
literature.

The Great Abundauce ef Fishes from the 
Columbia te the Yukon. 

“The wacers of Alaska, both oceanic 
and inland, have a food supply equal to 
the demaods of a continent,” said H, 
C. Deming, of Vancouver. “Nobody who 
has not actually seen the teeming life 
in these waters can believe the truth. 
In Behring Sea there are fishing banks 
where cod and menkaden are caught 
in numbers that put the Newfoundland 
, banks away into the shade. The herring 
runs are enormous. I have seen the 
peculiar ripple caused by herring shoals 
extemiling over the surface of the sea 
as far as the eye could reach, ani fish- 
ermen teil me they are actually in- 
creasing, notwithstanding the terrible 


slaughter by seals ,and a blackfish 


| which not only eats fish, but catches 


seals, and when wounded will attack 
an ocean Steamer.

Some idea of the wonderful 
extent of the salmon fisheries may be

to the Yukon, including a coast line 
of more than 2,000 miles.

THE GUNPOWDER SEARCH. 


Cellar ef the Heuses ef Parliament Mas 
Been Senrched For Three Centurtes. 

It is nearly three hundred years since 
the British House of Pariiament were 
searched, and the barrels of gunpowder 
umiler the custody of Guy Fawkes, a 
sold‘er of fortunk, were discovered & 
few hours before the opening of the 
session. The Gunpowder Plot was not 
exposed by vigilame, but by means of 
@ letter written by ane of the con- 
spirators to a relative, warning him 
aguimst attending Parliament on the 
first day. If there was lack of offi- 
cial vigilance then, there has been none 
sinre, for Parliament has not been 
opentd any year for three centuries 
until fhe cellars have been searched. 

The lord chamberlain of the court is 
charged with the duty of examining 
tha vaults -and secret passages, but 
ordinarily it is ths vice-chamberlain 
who conducts the search. With him 
are associated the deputy sergeant-at- 
arms of the House of Commons, the 
clerk of the board of works and an 
inspector cf police. 

These four officials are preceded by 
fuur yeomen of the guard in uniform 
aod fully armed. They tramp through 
One corridor after another, and look 
into every dark :orner, and finally 
reach an agreement that no gunpowder 
has been secretly stored in the cellars, 
amd that it is safe for Parliament to 
meet.

An Interesting Letter From Majer Saar: 
Wertley. 

Major Stuart Wortley has written 
the following account of “The First 
Attack on Metemneh:” 

“We left Berber with three gun- 
boats, and steaming southward we pass- 
ed the pyramids of Mereo, and through 


the country whence the Queen of 
Sheba came to visit Solomon, and 
found ourselves at 5 p. m. on the 


morning of the 16th withina few miles 
of the town and forts of Metem- 
neh. 

“The camp Iles some th-ee miles back 
fiom the river, but nine forts in suc- 
cession along the bank looked very 
menacing and business like as ‘we 
approached. Between each fort was 
a shelter trench and through our 
glasses we could see men running into 
them and preparing for the at- 
tack. On a_ ridge to the west of 
the town there appeared a force of 
about 15,000 men, all apparently well 
armed. 

“We steamed to within two thou- 
sand yards, and then opened fire at 
the first fort. The enemy replied vig- 
orously, but their shells for the most 
part fell short. Steaming slowly on 
we shelled each fort in succession, and 
threw some shells at extreme range 
into the town. When abreast of the 
town the nearest fort was one thou- 
sand yards from us. We were then 
hotly engaged, and our voat being the 
leading one, we got all the hotest of 
the fire. ' 

“Our fire was good, all our shells 
bursting one after the other in their 
embrasures. Suddenly from the left 
banka rifle fire was opened on us, the 
enemy teing concealed in thick scrub 
about four hundred yards away. We 
turned a Maxim gun in their direc- 
tion, which soon silenced them. 

“A Krupp shell then burst on board 
on the lower deck, cutting the fee/ 
tine in two, and dangerously wound- 
ing one man.

THE FALL PLANTING OF STRAW- 
BERRIES. 


A writer in a horticultural journal 
has been telling its readers, how to 
make large profits in growing straw- 
berries by a plan of fall-setting, writes 
W. H. Jenkins. He has so reduced the 
cost of growing that he has become 
wealthy from profits made in the busi- 
ness. In his plan he dispenses with 
nearly all cultivaton after the plants 
for setting are grown. These plants 
are set in the fall, and by his method 
of mulching, little or no cultivation 
is required until the berries are picked 
the next June.

its details, this is a cheaper and more 
satisfactory way of producing goo! 
crops of large berries than the one of 
spring-setting, and several months’ cul- 
tivation in matted rows before a crop 
is obtained.

dairyinan needs. To put the case mild- 
ty, it is not in good taste to assume 
that any man or woman in the audience 
at a dairy convention neeis to be told 
that mixing “cow dung” with milk 
is a prolific cause of infection. Nor do 
they need to be instructed “ to provide 
a couple of cloths witt which to!rush 
from the cow the adhering excrement, 
chaff and loose hair, that they be not 
mixed up with the milk in the pail.” 
AsS a maiter of fact, milkers do not 
wash their hands in the milk, mix dung 
in the pail, or milk with the cow un- 
loading filth into her milk as repre 
sented. Or if there are any such prac- 
tices they are found among those who ¢o 
not attend dairy conventions or read 
dairy literature. Scientific investiga- 
tors are doing a great work for the 
dairy injustry. In order for them to 
impress the facts they have established 
upon the every day practice of the 
dairyman, it is not necessary tocharge 
him with disgusting practices that ex- 
ist only in imagination. Dairymen gen- 
erally are doing gooi work. In their 
methods they have been making as ra- 
id progress as have the scientists In 
their ssecial field of developing know- 
ledge. That there is still rcom for im- 
provement no one questions. Nene are 
more ready for instruction than are 
ihe farmers who are making the milk. 
But that progress is not hastened by 
the nauseating insinuations and belit- 
tling representations frequently com- 
ing from sources that could do more 
effective service in their special line of 
effort. It is now too late, if the time 
ever ex‘sted, to inetruct “airymen that 
the cow's excrement should not be mix- 
ed with her milk.

RECEIPTS A HUNDRED YEARS

Custard Pudding.—One pint of cream, 
two ounces of almonds, two spoonfuls 
of rocewater, orange-flower water, 
some mace; boil thick and then stir. in 
sweetening and ladle into china cups 
and serve up. 

Crullers.—Four eggs well beaten, 
4 spoonfuls sugar, 4 spoonfuls butter, 
1 teas:oooful of coriander; knead in 
flour until it is pretty hard; roll it 
thin as a knife blade; twist them ani 
fry in a spider. 

Plain Cake.—Nine pounds of flour, 
three pounds of sugar, three ounces of 
butter, one quart of “emptins,” one 
quart of milk, nine eggs and one ounce 
of spice; one gill of rosewater and one 
gill of wine. 

Loaf Cake.—Twenty pounds of flour. 
ten pounds of butter, ten pounds of 
sugar, ten pounds of raisins, one pint 
of brandy, one quart of yeast, four nut- 
megs, a quarter-pound of cinnamon 
and four fozen of eggs. 

Roast Turkey or Fow].—One pound 
of soft wheat bread, three ounces of 
heef suet, three eggs, 4 little sweet 
thyme, sweet marjoram, pepper and 
Salt and a gill of wine. Fill the bird 
therewith and sew it up, hang it 
down to a steady, solid fire, basting 
frequently with salt and water, and 
roast unit! a steam emits from the 
breast. Put one-third of a pound of 
butter into the fgravy, dust flour over 
the bird and basta with the gravy. 
Serve up with boiled onion and carn- 
berry sauce, mangoss; pickles and ce!- 
ery.

AMBASSADORS’ SALARI«S. 


What Great Britalea Pays Her Representa. 
Gives at the Varieus Courts. 

It is announced that Dr. Leyds is to 
receive £17,000 a year as representative 
of the Transvaal in Europe. This sal- 
ary is greatly in excess of the amount 
which Great Britain deems sufficient 
for any one of her representatives in 
foreign countries. Our most highly- 
paid ambassador is the British repre- 
sentative in Paris, though he receives 
little more than half the sum Dr. Leys 
is to draw—a beggarly £9,000. Bri- 
tain’s ambassadors to Germany, Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Turkey receive £8,000 
@ year each. The representative in St. 
Petersburg has the next largest sal- 
ary. £7,860; while £800 less is considered 
enough for the British ambassador who 
takes up his residence in the Eternal 
City. For some reason, known only to 
the diplomatic mind, our representa- 
tive in Washington is much worse off. 
receiving but £6.500 a year, though he 
has probably to work far harder for his 
country. The ambascador to Spain re- 
ceives £5,500, while the representatives 
in China and Persia draw £50) each less. 
The heads of the legations in Japan. 
Brazil and Feypt, each receive £4,000; 
but Lord Cromer has beside £1.000 as 
a ‘‘personal allowance.” The Br.tish 
agent at Pretoria. ewho is paid by the 
colonial office, reccives only £2,000 a 
year.
